‘Louisiana‘U nderstanding’ 


Clause Constitutional, 
Opinion Declares. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 5.—(UP) 
Louisiana’s “understanding clause” of 
the state election laws, through which 
negroes are barred from the polls, 
was upheld as constitutional today in 
a decision handed down by the fifth 
United States circuit court of ap- 
peals, 

The court held the clause to be “an 
intelligence test only, denying to none 
the equal protection of the law,” and 
ruled the clause was “not based on 
creed or color,”. but on the intel- 
ligence of the applicant to vote. 

The opinion, written by Justice 
Nathan P. Bryan and concurred in 
by Justices Rutus KE. Foster and Jo- 


seph C, Hutcheson Jr., held: 


“The section is one which is a 


test only of intelligence and applies 


to all voters alike, denying to none 
of them the equal protection of the 
law. ... The Louisiana constitution 


protects every citizen who desires to) 


register from being arbitrarily denied 
that right by the registrar of voters. 
... He can appeal to the trial courts 
of the state for relief, if denied, and 
submit his case to a jury.”

The Willard-Dempsey fight, which took place in the 
steaming pine arena at Toledo on July 4, 1919, has been 
largely forgot. It might be well to remember that there 
was a palooka named Jack Dempsey, “‘a little fellow,” 
who was trying to beat the biggest man the game had 
seen up to that time. Only a few of the experts se- 
lected Jack Dempsey to win. The majority strung 
along with Big Jess, who was “‘too large to lose.” 

But this young fellow named Dempsey was a socker. And 
he all but tore Jess Willard’s head from its moorings. He won | 
the title and he kept it as long as his legs stayed with him and | 
as long as he could pop them on the chin or hook them !n the} 
body with his old-time steam. 

In his last set of memoirs Dempsey said that all the 
instructions given him before his fights by Jack Kearns, 
his manager, were, “Pull up your socks and smack that 
bum over.” 

A socker needs but few instructions. He simply goes out 
and smacks them over. But there is this to consider. The 
socker must be able to hit the object at which he aims. He 
cannot be wild from the tee, so to speak. There is a little rhyme 
which expresses it: 

With leaps and bounds the kangaroo 

Goes to the place he’s going to. 

The leaping and bounding Max Baer will be slinging plenty 
of punches. But just where they are going to land is impor- | 
tant. If they do not land on Max Schmeling they will not do| 
much damage. 

But one cannot dismiss a socker with an argument. He may 
put his fist right slap in the middle of the argument. And ruin it.
